character of the roads are deter- 
mined, then sections of them frorti 
ten to twenty-five miles long will b* 
assigned to patrolmen. The mileage 
allotted to a patrolman will be de- 
cided by the condition of the high- 
way. 


In addition to the patrolmen there 


will be from ten to 
fifteen''•'float- 


ing'' gangs in the state. Each of 
these' gangs will lie in charge of a 
foreman, who will work ujidsr the 
direction- of the superintendent. 


The gangs will have charge of ex- 


tensive road resurfacing and bridge 
repairs and will also take over'the 
work of road repair necessitated by 
washouts and the like.

and perons who h'ave stood in 
of parent to soldiers, and children* 
of such persons: The insured" soldier 
may now provide for the payment of 
liis insurance to his beneficiary in 
the form of instalments , in 
36 


months or more, 'but not exceeding 
240 month, or in a lump sum. This is 
not retroactive. Also, it applies only 
o converted insurance. In case the 
soldier has not made any preference 
he beneficiary may choose the form 
of payment. 


Another new provision 
remedies 


defeats in the original -war risk in- 
urance act and protects two elaps- 
es of men. The first class embraces
